Sir : In compliance with law, I have the honor to submit 
the annual report of this department for the year ending De- 
cember 31, 1905, showing by tabulated statements the sources 
from which the revenues of the State are derived, the appro- 
priations made by the Legislature for the fiscal year 1905 and 
the receipts and disbursements of the State Treasury from 
January ist to December 31, 1905, both inclusive. 

Since the date of my last annual report, January i, 1905, to 
December 31, 1905, the State Treasurer has received and prop- 
erly certified to this department and my official vouchers have 
been issued for $4,262,595.42. 

Executive and other warrants drawn on the Treasurer under 
the general and the several special appropriation Acts, amount- 
ing to $4,260,844.36, have been audited by me and paid by the 
Treasurer for the same period, and his account credited there- 
with.

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I have prepared a tabuluted statement, showing the assessed 
valne of the property of the State beginning with the year 1880 
and ending with the year 1905^ in order that it may be seen to 
what extent the taxable property of onr State has increased. 
The general property of the State is returned to the tax-receiv- 
ers and entered on the tax digests of the several counties, while 
the property of railroads, telegraph, telephone and certain other 
corporations is required to be returned for taxation to the Comp- 
troller-General. I have, therefore, given each separately, to- 
gether with the rate of taxation levied by the State for each of 
said years. 

It will be observed from an examination of these figures that 
notwithstanding the large increases in these assessments each 
year, the tax rate has correspondingly increased, thus steadily 
increasing the amount taken from the tax-payers of the State 
year by year.

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To the assessed value of corporate property returned to the 
Comptroller-General for taxes for the year 1905 should be added 
the estimated value of railroad property claiming exemptions 
by their charters from an ad valorem tax, which I think is 
worth, at a conservative valuatioa, not less than twenty-five 
million dollars. 

It will be seen from the foregoing tabulated statement that the 
increase in the assessed value of property for 1905 over 1904 is 
546,945,527, and the increase in the assessments of the corporate 
property required to be returned to the Comptroller-General is 
$9,156,518. This is the largest increase in the assessments of 
our property in the history of the State, being nearly one hundred 
per cent, greater than for the year 1904. This development and 
growth of Georgia has been continuous since 1880, when the 
total assessment was only $251,424,651 to the 1905, which 
shows an aggregate of $577,840,282. It will also be noticed 
that the growth in the State's assessments has been much 
greater during the last years, of this period than at any other 
time.

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AMENDMENT OF OUR REVENUE LAWS. 

• 

I have repeatedly urged a thorough revision of our whole rev- 
enue system, and the experience of each succeeding year dem- 
onstrates more and more the urgent necessity for its amendment. 
I trust, therefore, that this very important subject will at once 
command the attention of this General Assembly. The dis- 
jointed and very loose machinery of our present system of as- 
sessing property fox taxation permits much of the property of 
the State to escape taxation altogether, and a very much larger 
proportion to evade its just and equitable part of its taxes. The 
evils of the system referred to obtain equally in the case of as- 
sessments of property of individuals as well as of property of 
corporations, and as well in the several counties of the State. 
Indeed, it is a well-known fact, that in many cases property, in 
counties where adjoining each other and where practically like 
conditions exist, the assessments vary very largely, thus placing 
on citizens in one county heavier taxes than are borne by their 
neighbors. All systems of taxation should provide for uniform 
and equitable assessments of all property, and just in so far as 
this is not obtainable, the system is defective and lays the bur- 
dens of the government unequally and unjustly. Our laws 
providing for the collection of taxes on assessments duly made 
are in many instances imperfect, thus making it difficult to en- 
force executions issued by tax officers without resorting to liti- 
gation, often too expensive to the State, the amount involved 
being small, but which in the aggregate for the State is consid- 
erable, and is thus entirely lost to the State. 

In addition to the want of uniformity and equality in our tax 
assessments which I have stated so universally obtain, there is 
yet a much greater evil in our revenue system, to which I would 
invite your attention. I refer to the listing for taxation of such 
property as is termed invisible personal property, such as notes, 
accounts, stocks, bonds and choses-in-action. It is a generally 
known fact that this class of property in this State represents a 
very large part of the wealth of its citizens, yet it is equally true 
that but an inconsiderable part of it is ever returned for taxa- 
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tion. To Stress the need for some legislation to reach this prop- 
erty, I might state that the owners of this property are, as a 
whole, persons of wealth, and therefore well able to bear their 
proportionate share of the expenses of our government. I have 
heretofore experienced much difficulty in enforcing the collec- 
tion of taxes on shares of stock in foreign corporations held by 
citizens of this State, it being contended that the property being 
taxed in the State in which it was located, the shares of stock 
which were only the representative of the value of the property, 
could not be legally taxed also in this State. The Georgia Rail- 
road and Banking Company and Central of Georgia Railway 
Company being the owners of 15,000 shares of stock each 
of the Western Railway of Alabama, a non-resident corpora- 
tion, refused to make return of it to me for taxation and to pay 
the taxes thereon. Whereupon I issued executions for said 
taxes and was enjoined by the Courts from enforcing said exe- 
cutions. I am gratified to state, however, that upon an appeal 
of the cases to the Courts we obtained decisions sustaining our 
contention. The importance of this decision will be readily 
appreciated when it is understood that it not only involves the 
collection of the taxes in these particular cases amounting to a 
very large sum, but in addition settles the question of the liability 
of such property to taxation in the future. 

I desire to renew my previous recommendations touching 
much needed amendments of our statutes providing for arbitra- 
tions of both private and corporate property. 

The result of the franchise arbitrations had year after year, I 
think, furnishes sufficient evidence of the 'necessity for some 
legislation on this subject. 

What is true of arbitration of assessments of corporate prop- 
erty is equally true of arbitrations of property of individuals. 
Uniformity in taxable values can only be accomplished through 
uniform boards, one for corporate property, and one in each 
county for private property. If the boards are not provided for, 
the present law should be amended so as to provide for the com- 
pensation of arbitrators in cases of assessments of private prop- 
erty by tax-receivers and grand juries. In a number of counties 
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it has been impossible to obtain suitable persons to serve on 
these boards because no provision is made for their compensa- 
tion either by the State or the counties. This to some extent 
could be avoided if assessments made by grand juries were 
conclusive as to the value of the properties. 

LAW REGULATING THE BUSINESS OF INVESTMENT COMPANIES. 

By an act of the Legislature approved August 13, 1904, it was 
sought to subject domestic as well as foreign investment com- 
panies doing business in Georgia, to supervision by the State, 
and to require them to be licensed by the Comptroller-General 
before being allowed .to conduct business in the State. It is 
needless for me to say that the purpose of the law was eminently 
wise and demanded for the protection of the public. Unfortu- 
nately, however, the act is so exceedingly defective in its pro- 
visions that it falls very far short of accomplishing its purpose. 
It absolutely affords no protection whatever to the public, but 
by providing that the Comptroller-General shall issue licenses 
to all such institutions when they shall have complied with the 
lax requirements, renders it easy for them to obtain business in 
the State, the State's license to these companies being taken as 
an endorsement of their financial strength and responsibility. 
For this reason I urgently recommend the immediate repeal of 
the Act until some wise, comprehensive measure can be enacted 
for the regulation of these companies. 

INSURANCE DEPARTMENT. 

The insurance department, like the other departments of this 
office, has grown year by year until the revenue received from 
this source amounts to something over one hundred thousand 
dollars. From the annual tax returns made by all classes of 
insurance companies licensed to do business in the State for the 
year 1905, it appears that the Fire Companies received in pre- 
miums $3,855,589.11, and paid for losses $2,560,991.25; Li/e 
Companies received in premiums $6,288,032.97, and paid losses 
amounting to $2,975,71146; Assessment Life and Industrial 
Companies received in premiums $481,384.40, and paid for losses 
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$147,601.98, and Miscellaneous Companies received $535,600.63, 
and paid claims amounting to $260,529.28. 

It should be borne in mind that these receipts represent gross 
premiums from which should be deducted all items of ex- 
pense in order to arrive at actual profits of each class of compa- 
nies on the year's business. 

After allowing these deductions, however, it will be observed 
that the business as a whole has been fairly profitable to the 
companies, and at the same time shows a healthy increase 
in the volume as well as in the premium income over last 
year's figures, the premiums for 1904 being $10,375,819.50, and 
for 1905 $11,150,607.11; Staters revenue from same $111,- 
506.11. 

For detailed statements of the business written and renewed, 
gross premiums received on old and new business, losses paid 
and unpaid, and business in force in Georgia at the end of the 
year, I beg to refer you to the official report of the insurance 
department. 

The Act of 1887 providing for State Supervision of Fire, Life, 
Accident and Surety Companies, both domestic and foreign, 
organized as stock companies, has proven efficient, and has 
afforded the protection to the people of this State that the 
authors of the law designed. I think the record of its eighteen 
years' operation fully demonstrates the wisdom of most of its 
provisions. The recent failure, however, of one of the large 
fire insurance companies, as the result of the San Francisco fire, 
has emphasized the fact that a deposit of ten thousand dollars 
is insufficient to fully protect insurors of this State. I therefore 
recommend that it be restored to $25,000, the amount formerly 
required. 

I regret to say, however, that the statutes regulating the busi- 
ness of mutual or co-operative fire companies and fraternal or- 
ders operated through the lodge or council system have failed 
to provide the protection for the policy-holders as was designed 
and intended by the several Legislatures that passed them. 

I am gratified to state that my repeated recommendations that 
both domestic and non-resident assessment life and industrial 
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insurance companies, desiring to do business in Georgia, be re- 
quired to make deposits in this State for the security of their 
policy-holders, resulted in the enactment of such laws. The 
acts, however, do not apply to fire companies or live stock 
companies, operated on the assessment plan, nor to fraternal 
orders operated on the lodge plan. The result has been that 
the State is being flooded with this class of companies, many 
of which are organized and managed by persons absolutely with- 
out financial responsibility and character^ and preying upon 
the poor and ignorant of both races. 

Under these conditions I deem it my duty to renew my recom- 
mendation that all such institutions be required to make depos- 
its of reasonable sums with the State Treasurer before receiving 
the State's license to conduct business in the State, and urge 
also that provision be made for the Insurance Commissioner to 
examine their methods of business and pass on their, solvency 
and responsibility. If it was deemed necessary to require de- 
posits by fire and life companies having assets amounting in 
most cases to many thousands of dollars, it would seem but 
reasonable that co-operative or assessment companies and fra- 
ternal orders having in most cases merely nominal assets should 
also be required to make deposits for the protection of their 
policy-holders. Companies of this character necessarily receive 
most of their business from the poor and laboring people of both 
the white and colored races who can only afford to carry a little 
insurance for the benefit of their families. This being true, 
the State should at kast give to this class of her citizens such 
protection as is afforded policy-holders in the companies which 
are now required to make deposits with the State Treasurer. 
The extremely loose provisions of our statute regulating the in- 
corporation of such companies and associations, as well as for 
granting them licenses, have tended to encourage the organiza- 
tion of a considerable number of such, and in many cases by 
persons without financial responsibility or even experience in 
the conduct of such enterprises, and in quite a number of in- 
stances by ignorant negroes. Thus organized and conducted, it 
is perfectly apparent from the beginning that the result must be 
failure and the public suffer thereby. 
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I therefore renew again my recommendation that suitable 
legislation to cure the evils referred to be enacted by the Gen- 
eral Assembly at its June session. 

I would also recommend that the license be increased to a 
sum sufficient to raise a fair revenue from this class of institu- 
tions, the license now being only ten dollars per annum.
